Romance Keeps Close 
To Tragedy In Jail 
At Nashville

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Sept. 25—Ro­ 
mance snd tragedy stalked hand in 
hand at the Davidson county jail last 
night, wherein were locked Kellie Sim­ 
mons and his 19 year old bride, Esther 
Louise, arrested above Springfield on 
ThurÉiay on murder charges, follow­ 
ing the fatal shooting of Raymon 
Turner Tate, 24, at the Simmons home 
at the Old Hickory powder plant, 
Jacksonville, early Tuesday night. 
The girl, a bookkeeper at a Jack­ 
sonville business house, said “Yes,” 
when asked if she did the shooting, 
but added that it was an accident. ' 
They were not married when the 
shooting occurred, but, after a fright­ 
ful and sleepless night in Simmon’s 
automobile, they visited a magistrate 
at Springfield Wednesday morning 
and were married. 
It was this wedding, which Tate and 
friends believed had already occurred 
and were teasing the couple about, 
that led up to the tragedy young Sim­ 
mons, from his cell# admitted. 
Neither of the oouple would give 
the details of the firing of the bullet, 
and the husband would not even say 
who did it—whether he did, whether 
his wife did or whether some one else 
did, but he did say it was an acci­ 
dent.

W hat the $75,000,000 road bond issue, sponsored by 
John A. Rogers, chairman of the atate highway commis­ 
sion, is and what it means to Alabama and the public in 
general will be discussed throughout the coming three 
months by at least two North Alabama advocate* of thr 
bond issue, the Athens Courier and the Albany-Decatur 


Daily.

The Daily has been a warm advocate of the improved 
good roads system in the atate of Alabama since the j 
y ean of it* f in t publication* and U has not aeon any 
reason for discontinuing the fight. 
The Courier, edited by Robert M. Rawls, a man of ex­ 
perience, forethought and interest In public affairs took 
the other aide of the argum ent until recently and The 
Daily does not wish to take the credit for having changed 
hia view» OR the subject. 
Editor Rawls heard John A. 
R ogen at, the Princess Theatre some days ago and de­ 
cided that the best way to plan for the state to go ahead 
is to go ahead with it, even if the people moat bear the 
expense. 
t Thus arc two publications in h|orth Alabama lined up 
for the coming fight which is expected to m aterialize in 
December or January, when Governor Brandon calls the 
legislature into session. 
These papera, MM km to il at 
liberty in «peaking for Mr, Rawla, are not going to see­ 
saw through the campaign giving only one side of the 
argument, we want both sides of the issue, we w ant the 
people to thoroughly understand what they are VtoiRg 
for, why they are voting and if they are opposed to give 
the same reasons. 
We shall gladly give the reasons and 
theories to the public. 
W hat we desire is a presentation 
of honest convictions, then the people may decide as 
they see fit. 
N aturally, we wiah to win in this coming

3. No one who is connected with the sale of the bonds 
Is to receive any rem uneration or commission for the 
work performed in the selling of the bonds. 
4. 
$15,000,000 of the appropriation is to be used in 
the building of bridges, or so much as may be needed. 
5. *$500,000 to be alloted to each copnty as an indivi 
dual share, the balance to be alloted in the ratio of size 
and population figures. , 
6. To secure payment on to e interest and principle of 
these bonds, a tax is to be levied on gasoline, or on any 
substance to be used for the propelling of motor vehicles. 
This tax never to be in excess of five cents per gallon. 
He specified that this tax would never reach the full five, 
cent figure. 
7. No bond is to be sold until there is enough money in 
the state treasury from the levying of the gasoline tax, 
sufficient to take care of the bond issue and th^ interest. 
And that is the proposed $75,000,000 bond is^ie, with­ 
out the trim m ings and straight from the shoulderjw at as 
Mr. Rogers presented it to the local people on the date 
of the bridge celebration here.
